He specified tile dates oi 
December 2d, 26 and 2<\ Loestiner 
was sentenced to go into solitary 
on Christmas day, only.

Three special features of tuber­ 
culosis make it advisable to keep 
the public 
regularly informed of 
i the early symptoms of tuberculosis. 
First is the insidious nature ot 
the disease. W hen diseases begin 
with pain, this sends the patient 
immediately to the doctor. There 
is rarely any pain felt during the 
onset of tuberculosis. When diseases 
begin dram atically with a hem or­ 
rhage or convulsion they demand 
instant attention. Only rarely does 
tuberculosis come on in this m an­ 
ner. It is the gradual creeping on of 
ill health, so slowly th at the patient 
can hardly say when he began to 
feel badly, 
until the condition 
is 
full blown before it is realized, th a t 
makes it so difficult to handle. 
Second, the earlier the diagnosis 
the better* the chances for cure. 
Third, tuberculosis is a disease of 
young people. It takes its toll from 
those who have futures, not like 
heart disease or high blood pres­ 
sure from those who have pasts. It 
is to save the young, the hopeful, 
the promising that we go to do bat­ 
tle against this enemy.

LEGISLATIVE VALUE 
Christmas has a legislative, as well as a sentimental value. Con­ 
gress probably would still be wrangling over the administration’s relict 
measures but for the call of Christmas back home. As it is. virtually 
all of the administration's relief program became law over the week­ 
end. Tile senate withdrew its obstructive amendments in face 
of 
the 
house majority's threat to make it eat its Christmas 
dinner 
in 
the 
capitol cafeteria. 
One of the two relief measures inacted authorizes loans to farm­ 
ers in drought-stricken areas for seed, feed and fertilizer, amounting to 
$45,000,000. This sum is $15,000,000 more than the administration asked 
and $15.000,OW) less than the senate demanded. The other act provides 
$116,000,000 for emergency expenditure on authorized 
public 
works, 
which include road constiuction and the improvement of inland water­ 
ways and public buildings. 
Senator La Follette calls this total of $116,000,000 "a drop 
in 
the 
bucket." Appui ently he thinks the lid should be lifted from the federal 
ticasury and the nation spoonfed. The government in Washington has 
neither the power nor the duty to permit anything of the sort to be* 
done. States and municipalities may, lf tney like, appropriate money for 
doles. The national revenue is constitutionally 
earmarked 
for 
other 
purposes. The states, which boast their sovereignty upon occasion, are 
the proper sources of charity, whenever it is required. They are closer 
to the demand and therefore better judges of tile extent of the neces­ 
sity, They should assume the first responsibility for substituting public 
charity for 
the indulgence among our people of that kindly sentiment 
and conduct which strengthens the bonds of a common brotherhood." 
The duty and power of the federal government are limited to expendi­ 
tures of the national service or benefit. 
Congress would have appeared to better advantage if it had voted 
these appropriations, which probably represent about as much money 
as 
the 
government can usefully employ at this time, a fortnight ago. 
Hie time wasted in discussing socialistic amendments that went by the 
board in the end merely served to reveal more clearly certain Ideas that 
must bf* combatted and to identify their champions, who were already 
fairly w'ell known to the country.
